PITTSBURG, May 6.—The American Iron 
and Steel Association met this morning in the 
rooms of the Western Iron Association, The 
attendance was large and comprised the 
most eminent manufacturers and producers of 
iron ore in the United States. The 
large manufacturing firms of this 
city were well represented and a large part 
of the assemblage was composea of gentlemen 
from other cities whose names are prominent 
in the history of the industrial developments 
of this country.

ZOLA ON FRENCH REPUBLICANS. 


He Objects to the Noise and Bustle of 
Politics. 
{From the Pall Mall Gazette. } 

M. Emile Zola, author of **L’ Assommoir,’’ 
naturalist, writer and Republican, has just 
published certain impressions on the present 
form of government and its possivle duration. 
Ile complains bitterly of the literary jntoler- 
ance exhibited by his country. Referring to 
Buckle, on the intolerance of the Scotch in 
matters of religion and their political liberal- 
ism, M. Emile Zola declares that the 
French Liberals are 80 _ intolerant 
with regard to literature as al- 
most to make him regret the old regime. 
In 1830 the Liberals would have nothing to do 
with the romantic school and to-day they 
evince a similar aversioa for naturalism, 
Which is another step in advance. As a Re- 
publican who has never dabbled in politics 
and who is neither in quest of place nor of 
decorations, M. Emile Zola considers he oc- 
cupies a capital position for meee es ing the 
Liberal party. He first sketches the doctrin- 
aire Republicans. with their solemn puritan- 
ical manners—a hard-headed and 
narrow-minded lot, who, underneath 
their correct and prudish phraseology, 
hide the most amiable skepti- 
cism. Next come the romantic Republicans 
of the Victor Hugo school, who ‘‘are less 
dangerous, but more funny, and who unfor- 
tunataly play a great part in the noise of the 
day, who introduce into the discussion of 
public affairs the tra-la-la of nollow phrases, 
who juggle with antitheses, and who give 
loose reiu to their hare-brained imagination. 
**You may well imagine,“ adds the writer, 
what has become of politics, that science of 
facts and men, under the romantic formula. 
Every serious basis of observation has dis- 
appeared, rhetoric has replaced analysis, 
and words bave devoured ideas. The geutle- 
men of the romantic school indulge in hu- 
manitarian drveams—the universal fraternity of 
nations, the approachingend.of conflicts and 


wars, and liberty and equality shining and il- .

A PROFESSOR OF RAT CATCHING. 


Thomas Fullerton's Discourse on Rats 
and How They are Captured. 
[From the New York Sun.! 

have been a professional rat catcher over 
„ix years in this city, and I used to follow the 
same business in London. I caught 246 rats 
in an up-town slaughter-house in one night, 
and I once eaptured 108 rats in 10 hours and. 
15 minutes. “ 

The speaker was Thomas Fullerton, of 61 
Charlton street. He complained that Mr. 
Bergh had seized his tongs, which he used 
for catching rats, on the occasion of breaking 
wp the rat bait at 124 Clinton place recently, 
and although the Police Court had decided 


that the tongs should be returned, Mr. Bergh 
refused to surrender them. 

think it is too bad, ' continued Mr. Ful- 
lerton. **that we can’t be allowed to kill these 
vermin. Thecity is getting to be overrun 
with-them since Mr. Bergh has broken up 
Harry Jennings’ business.
